Anglo-Tranian’ Oil Company's payments.

7. The Minister for Foreign Affairs saw clearly the force in the Shah's 
objections, and expressed the view that advantage might therefrom accrue to His 
Majesty's’ Government in general and through the stipulations that the money 
was to be spent in the United Kingdom. He made a suggestion how it could, 
perhaps, be arranged through the oil company, His Majesty's Government paying 
the money to them and they passing it on to the Iranian Government.

Memorandum respecting Persian Arms Purchases in the United Kingdom. 


M., NABIL, the Persian Chargé d’Affaires, called here to-day, accompanied 
by the military attaché, Colonel Cheybani. 
2. M. Nabil and Colonel Cheybani expressed the hope that it would be 


possible for His Majesty's Government to give them ala very early date a reply 
{o the enquiries which Colonel Cheybani had recently made of the War Office with 
regard to the purchase of arms, &c., in this country. ‘The enquiries had taken 
the form of a list of military equipment of yarious kinds, amounting in all, so 
they said, to a value of some £5 million, which the Persian Government would 
like to buy here. ‘The list had, however, indicated under each item the number 
of articles (or quantity of material) which were urgently needed, aud so constituted 
a minimum demand for that item, 
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3. I told M. Nabil and el Cheybani that, as I had already told 
M. Nabil, the fact that His Majesty's Government had been able to offer credits 
for £5 million did not mean that they could supply any particular item of 
military equipment which the Persian Government might acquire with those 
credits, I knew that in this case the War Office would do their utmost to give an 
early reply, but warned them that it night, not be possible to make definite 
Promises now as to what might be done in the future. 

4. They said they quite understood this, but nevertheless pressed for an 
eatly reply, so that the Persian Government’ should Know where they stood, 
Colonel Cheybani added jokingly, the Persian Government could well afford to 
Wait if His Majesty's Government could assure them that the Soviet Governmenc 
were going to wait too. 

5. Colonel Cheybani added that a number of the items on the list he had 
given to the War Oice were items which could, as a matter of fact, only be 
supplied from France. He would have to get into touch with the French military 
authorities. in due course, but wondered whether it would be possible for hin ty 
have a preliminary conversation with some member of the French Liaison Mica

IN iny two telegrams Nos. 1 and 2, dated the Ist January, T reported the 
conversation which [had had with Tis Majesty the Shah on the occasion of the 
presentation of my letters of credence. T now submit this more detailed report. 

2, His Majesty received me with what I understand to be his customar 
air of sceptical gloom. After the exchange of a few conventional remarks, T said 
that, while 1 had spent a few weeks many years ago in a country called Tran, T 
found myself now in a different country. ‘This a Prearea to produce a slight thaw, 
and T took advantage of it to ask whether His Majesty would care to hear wha 
was the present position of several questions which His Majesty had at heart. 
His Majesty consented eagerly, and at once asked me to sit down, Attached is a 
copy of a brief which T had taken with me. I went through it point by point, 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs interpreting and, as I noticed, interpreting. vi 
carefully. The Shah listened attentively, and after each point had been translate 
to him he made a comment, ‘The comments were as follows.

5, Aeroplanes.—The Shah seemed to catch with pleasure at the mention of 
the name “* Hurricane,” Ho said that direct negotiations were, in fact, going on 
between his representatives and the makers. 

6. Goods ordered in Germany.—The Shah said that these goods fell into 
two categories: arms, and other goods, such as machinery. ‘The arms had been 
ordered from Czecho-Slovakia, not only before the war but even before the seizure 
of that country by Germany. He wished to have them brought to Tran by sea from 
Trieste, but the German Government had objected that the arms might fall into 
the hands of their ‘he Iranian Goyernment having insisted, the German 
Government had finally agreed to send the goods to ‘Trieste for export to Tran by 
sea, provided that the Iranian Government would give a written guarantee that 
the arms would not fall into the hands of the enemies of Germany. For thi 
His Majesty needed a guarantee from His Majesty's Government. I replied that, 
although Thad no doubt that His Majesty's Government had been informed 
upon this point, I would mention it to them by telegraph. ‘The Shah said that 
the things he wanted to obtain were for the economic development of his country, 
and for the strengthening of the means of defence whereby Iran could the more 
casily preserve her neutrality, His Majesty's Government would not object, he 
thought, either to the one or to the other. TSaid that I was sure the stronger Tran 
became the happier my Government would be, and that they realised the 
importance to Iran of the economic development now being effected, and would 

tainly not wish that any avoidable action of theirs should slow down the pats. 

added, however, that if negotiations seemed sometimes to ko a little slowly 
His Majesty would doubtless appreciate the difficulties under which His Majesty's 
Government laboured at the present moment, and would make allowances for that. 
rl h seemed to assent to this, and T assured him that, so far as my personal 
forts went-and so on.

(Telegraphic.) Tehran, February 1, 1940. 
‘THE military attaché called at the house of Minister for War, 3ist January, 
at the request of the latter. ‘The Minister unexpectedly gave the military attaché 
complete figures of all kinds of aircraft in Iran, atid then asked for help in 
securing aircraft from the United Kingdom, which were needed by the spring for 
defence of Iran, though it might already be too late, ‘The Minister said that he 
had instructed Colonel Shaibani to order thirty Wellington bombers and. thirty 
Blenheim or Beaufort bombers. Could delivery be expedited? ‘The Minister 
agreed that Iran needed fighters, and said that thirty Curtiss machines would 
probably be bought in the United States, while Colonel Shaibani had been 
instructed to try to secure twenty Hurricanes, in addition to fifteen promised by 
His Majesty's Government. ‘The Minister indicated that Italian machines would 
probably not be bought because of financial difficulties and of technical objection 
to the introduction of another type of aircraft. When the military attache 
suggested the need for a larger proportion of fighters, the Minister agreed, but 
insisted on the necessity to carry the war into the enemy camp, and expressed 
readiness to sacrifice half of the bombing strength of Iran in order to destroy or 
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damage Baku, In conclusion, the Minister, speaking very personally and in con- 
fidence, said that he thought it was time for‘ us” to co-ordinate plans, as we had 
the same end in view. He could not say this to the Shah, and has suggested it 
could only come through diplomatic channels. The military attaché was very 
guarded on this point. 

No action will be taken on the suggestion about co-ordination of plans, which 
could hardly have been made without the Shah's instructions. ‘The rest of the 
Minister for War's communication is an interesting indication of the Tranian 
Goverument’s forecast of Soviet action in the spring, and of their probably 
unjustified bolicf that their air force could do serious damage to.

Political Review of the Year 1939 in Tran. 


UNTIL, the outbreak of war by far the most important event of the year 
1m the point of view of local opinton was the marriage in April of the Crown 
Prince to Princess Fowzieh, sister of the King of Egypt. Admittedly, the 
marriage has done little to improve Trano-Rgyptian relations, for the Egyptian 
Visitors made no secret of their disappointment at the poverty and backwardne: 
of Tran, and their outspoken comments gave great offence here, There have also 
been some rather undignified squabbles about the Princess's dowry. From the 
Shah's point of view, however, the marriage was eminently successful in that it 
definitely put the Pahlavi dynasty on the social map. ~

No attempt was made 
to balance the budget and for the first time since 1928-29 a deficit was revealed, 
which was larger than the total expenditure in that year, amounting as it did 
to 683,385,287 rials. Much of the expenditure provided for was in respect of 
roads and communications, and work has continued on the railway lines from 
‘Yehran to Tabriz and from Tebran to Meshed. ‘The latter has now been completed 
‘as far as Semnan, the Garmsar-Semnan sector being officially opened in June. 

15, ‘The Government's shortage of money found expression in an inspired

The discussions covered such questions as the delimitation of the new area for 
the company’s concession, the dues to be paid at the projected port at Bandar 
Mashur, and the vexed question of output and markets, Lord Cadman’s explana- 
tions appeared to have succeeded in their object; at any rate there have so far 
been no more attacks on the company. 
16. To sum up, the Shah’s chief preoccupation at present is his anxiety 
to keep his country out of war and at the same time to reach an agreement with 
the Soviet Government which will enable Iran once more to trade with the one 
country which is the natural outlet for her exports, and whose importance has 
increased enormously now that the German market is almost entirely closed. ‘To 
achieve these aims he is determined to pursue a policy of the strictest neutrality 
and to avoid giving his powerful neighbour any escave ary or economic 
netration into Northern Iran. ‘The success or failure of this policy may well 
depend to a considerable extent on the degree to which the Finnish Government 
succeeds in resisting Russian invasion,

THE assurance contained in your Lordship’s telegram No. 9 of the 
19th January about war material ordered by the Iranian Government in German 
before the ar was conveyed to the Minister for Foreign Affairs in writing, 1 
reply I received a note of which I enclose a copy. While grateful for the 
assirance, the Iranian Government ask for similar facilities for two other 
categories of goods ordered in Germany before the war, viz., goods other than 
war material ordered by the Iranian Government and goods ordered by Iranian 
merchants. But not even this exhausts the requests of the Iranian Government; 
they also consider themselves entitled to secure all goods, whether war material or 
not, and whether ordered by the Iranian Government or by Iranian firms or 
individuals, and whether ordered since the war began or to be ordered hereafter 
provided that the total value of alll the orders concerned is not greater than th 
balance standing to the credit of Tran under the German-Tranian clearing arrange. 
ment at the outbreak of war. Their argument, with which your Lordship is full 
‘acquainted, is that if His Majesty's Government refuse to sanction this procedure 
they are not diminishing but reinforcing the economic strength of Germany, and 
at the same time depriving Iran of goods which might help her to continue her 
development aud to maintain her neutrality. 

in the Iranian argument that they should be allowed to 
take from Germany any goods up to the total of the clearing balaneo, but the 
Iranian Government do not help their cause when on the one hand they are asking 
the assistance of His Majesty's Government in reducing the clea ing balance, and. 
on the other they are continially adding to that balance by exporting to Germany’ 
such goods as cotton and wool, of which Germany is known to be in great need. 
Under what arrangement these exports are being allowed to go to Germany one 
can only conjecture, The arrangement may be due to sheer incompetence and lack 
of co-ordination, or to the fact that Iran has at present no other market for such 
Goods and hopes somehow to secure payment later on; Int it is also pos 
the Germans are insisting on the despatch of these Tranian exports and promising 
in return to deliver goods of which Iran’stands in great need, It is known that 
German firms have, in fact, tendered and even signed contracts, since the war 
began, for goods which will not necessarily be delivered, 

3. Tt will be noticed that the note from the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
refers to the condition “* that the British Government receives separate notion. 
tion in the case of each shipment.” ‘The words in the note which the Minister fer 
Foreign Afiairs is acknowledging, read ; ‘ Provided each separate consignment 
is shipped with the cognisance of His Majesty's Government after the usual 
particulars have been furnished in advance to the appropriate authorities.” T 
fave not thought it worth while to refer in writing to the discrepancy in wording, 
though T shall mention it orally when an ‘opportunity occurs, but T have no doubt 
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that the Minister for Foreign Affairs deliberately omitted reference to. the 
submission of the usual particulars in advanes to the appropriate authorities. 
‘The attitude of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs has been that the Iranian Govern- 
ment should furnish H jesty’s Government with a complete list of all the 
goods ordered in Germany before the war and that that should suffice. 
Unfortunately, the Minister has no experience of commercial affairs and is unable 
to imagine the situation when German goods for Iran reach the port of Trieste. 
I suspect, too, that the Shah has objected to the filling up of questionnaires as 
unnecessary, and that M, Alam was too cowardly, if not also too ignorant, to 
explain the reasonableness of the arrangement, I recently spent an hour tryin; 
to make clear to his Excellency that the Iranian Consul at Trieste woul 
necessarily be supplied by the manufacturers of the goods with most, if not all, the 
information which his Excellenoy deslared to be impossible to obtain, and that as 
the consul must furnish a list to the British authorities the list might as well be 
‘on the printed form of questionnaire. T mention these details to show the 
unnecessary difficulties which the Iranian Government create for themselves. But 
for a long time to come it will probably be a sufficient reply to complaints about 
the questionnaire, to ask whether the Iranian Government have, in fact, furnished 
His Majesty’s Government with a complete list of the orders passed in Germany 
before the war and with proof of the balance in favour of Iran under the clearing 
arrangement. In a confidential talk a few days ago the Minister of Finance told 
the commercial secretary to this Legation that no one knew what goods had been 
ordered, and that it would be extremely difficult to calculate what the clearing 
balance was, But probably the Shah is under the impression that this informati 
is ready, if not actually in the hands of His Majesty’s Government, and 
consequently the more impatient for the release of the German goods, 

4. ‘There is one consignment of goods about which the Minister for Foreign 
‘Affairs has spoken repeatedly and occasionally with some asperity or reproach. 
T refer to the 550 tons of goods which are stated to have been on their way to 
Tran when war began in the German steamer Wach¢fet: h then pnt back into 
‘Priesto harbour, where she still is, ‘This matter is referred to in my telegram 
No. 28, Arfar, of the 17th December, and other correspondence. The Iranian 
Government wished these goods to he despatched on an Italian steamer, and 

yrofess to be unable to understand why the owners should have to produce their 

documents, M, Alam seemed unable to understand that there was no discrepancy 
between approval of the Iranian thesis in principle and a desire to hav 
documentary proof of the claims relating to the goods of which the consignment 
is composed, At the end of an hour's argument I did extract a flicker of compre- 
hension from M, Alam by translating the case into more familiar terms; he could 
not deny that even if the Iranian Government gaye an‘ autorisation globale’ 
for the immigration of the members of a given family up to the number of 100, 
their frontier authorities would still scrutinise the papers of all persons who 
retended to be entitled to benefit by that authorisation, But I fear that the 
ranian Government will continue, through ignorance and impatience, to expect 
‘uch more in regard to German goods than Flis Majesty's Government are able 
to perform, and 1 feel it my duty to warn your Lordship of this possible source 
of friction, 

5, When the drafting of this despatch had reached this point I received a 
‘most important piece of information from my Italian colleague, who had obtained 
it from the Germans here, to the effect that the Iranian Government had ordered 
from the Skoda Works 120 guns of various calibres, to he delivered at Trieste, and 
that this transaction was outside the clearing arrangement. ‘This information 
will have reached the Foreign Office from the War Office, to whom the military 
attaché sent it in his telegram No, 216 of the 8rd February. M. Petrucci is a 
very valuable colleague with no love for the Axis, and T have no doubt that his 
information is correct. It is possible that these guns are needed for the army 
expansion which is being carried out to meet the Soviet menace, and that the 
Germans, taking advantage of the acute anxiety of the Iranian Government, have 
refused to deliver the guns against payment under the clearing arrangement, but 
only in exchange for goods of which Germany stands in great need. It is even 

jossible that the guns are guns already ordered before the war (the Iranian 
jovernment mentioned at the beginning that their orders included artillery), 
and that the Germans have refused to deliver even those unless they receive goods 
from Iran as compensation. Tn either case it is clear that the Germans are

IN his despatch No. 346,(') dated the 29th October, my predecessor reported 
on. the attitude of the Iranian Government towards the war, Supplementary 
information on this point has been furnished from time to time in various 
forms, but it may be well to submit this general report on the subject. 

2, As T have said in a separate despatch (No, 25; dated the 26th January), 
the naively outspoken remarks which were made by His Imperial Highness the 
Crown Prince when he received me in audience recently probably represent 
pretty closely the views of his father, If this opinion is correct, the Shah, 
Considers the war unfortunate in that it has “forced Germany in the arms of 
Russia,” and holds that as “only Danzig” stood between the two parties it 
ought to have been possible to avoid the conflict. And, in any case, what are 
the United States going to do about it; are they not going to make peace 
proposals ¢ - 

3, Events have turned out most unfortunately for Iran, in that in Germany 
she has lost her best customer, and, at the same time, what she probably con- 
sidered a political safeguard, ‘The control, strict and unenlightened, which has 
for years been exercised over Iranian foreign trade had directed that trade, 
in so far as it did not flow to and from Russia, into German channels. ‘Trade 
with Russia had ceased before the war began, as the trade agreement had 
expired and negotiations for its renewal had not been successful, ‘Trade with 
Germany, however, hiad been booming, but there was a lag in the delivery of 
German goods in exchange for Tranian exports, and the Tranian Government 
dlaim that when war broke out Germany was indebted to them under the clearing 
nrrangement to the extent of some 40 million reichsmarks. When to these 
Uiflculties was added, by the Soviet pressure on the Baltic States, and, still 
more, the attack on Finland, the probability that Soviet Russia was entering 
on a period of overt expansion, the position of Tran became, indeed, critical. 

4 Dhere is nothing to indicate what is the attitude of the Soviet Govern- 
ment towards Tran, In spite of the magnanimous gesture with which she 
Teopened normal relations with Tran after the Great War, Soviet Russia has 
always used to the full the stranglehold which she has on the trade of North 
Persia, His Majesty’s Legation learned last June from the Soviet Chargé 
Affaires that the Soviet Government wished the Iranian Government to abolish 
the quotas on Soviet imports, and to allow them to make purchases. from 
individuals or firms in Iran direct, instead of from the Iranian Government 
nonopolies, Rumours have been current that the Soviet Government have also 
Uemanded oil rights in Tran, and even air bases, but there is no evidence in 
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support of these rumours, We do know, however, from first-hand evidence which 
I reported in my telegrams Nos. 217 and 16 of the 22nd December and the 
19th January, respectively, that, whereas at first a Standard Oil representative 
who wanted to discuss the acquisition of oil rights in Iran discovered that the 
Iranian Government were prepared to discuss the grant of rights in any area 
but the north, he was eventually informed by the Iranian authorities that they 
had decided not to grant any oil rights while the international situation was 
difficult as the result of the war, This may indicate that the Soviet Government 
had been showing a direct interest in Iranian oil, but it may equally be merely 
a siga of nervousness and of a desire to avoid anything that might annoy Russia, 
But not all the efforts which it may be assumed the Iranian Government are 
making to be conciliatory have brought the negotiations near to completion, As 
recently as the 25th Jaiuary the Minister of Finance informed the commercial 
secretary of this legation that there was no prospect of the signature of a com- 
mercial agreement with Soviet Russia in the near future. As to military arrange- 
ments on the Russian side of the Iranian frontier, there have been many alarmist 
rumours which it is not necessary to set forth in detail here. ‘There was a rumour 
about a month ago that all the Persian servants at the Soviet Embassy had been 
discharged, and this action was attributed by some to the possibility that a 
military move against Iran was being prepared that called Tor arent sotroy, 
though’ other people connected it with the mysterious disappearance of 
M. Kartachof, the Soviet Chargé d’Affaires. In point of fact, the news. was 
then incorrect, but it has been justified during the last few days, All the 
Persian servants, including a cook of some thirty years’ service, were paid off 
suddenly with two months’ wages instead of notice. I also record, for what 
worth, a remark made by the Soviet Ambassador—a young man who until recently 
Was a railway engineer, and who seems more blint than some of his Soviet 
colleagues—to the French Minister a few days ago. ‘The latter had been speaking 
of the installation of central heating in his legation and saying that he hoped 
it would be completed by next winter, whereupon the Soviet Ambassador sa 
“Tots wait and see,”” with a smile whose slyness seemed to refer to something 
other than the mere procrastination of Iranian workmen. 

5. During the Great War Iran was quite unable, even had its Government, 
been so intentioned, to preserve its neutrality: each side violated Iranian 
territory, accusing the other of having began it, This alone would suffice to 
make the Shah resolve to maintain strictly his declared neutrality. ‘The steps 
which he has taken are welcome to us, who do not wish to violate Iranian 
territory, and who particularly do not wish to sce any avoidable diminution 
in the export of oil, or even to indulge in propaganda provided that the Germans, 
‘and Russians are prevented from doing so. In the matter of propaganda the 
situation has greatly improved, from our point of view, since the war began. 
‘A serious attempt is being made to present the news item from all sources just 

they are received, and although there are occasional Iupses of which we are 
obliged to take notice, as when the press recorded the whole of the history of 
the Graf Spee engagement except the fact that the captain sank her, we mu 
admit that the press is as impartial as was to be expected and much more so 
than we feared. Attempts made by the Germans to spread false or partial news 
Hy means other than the. press have been dealt with severely by the Tranian 
authorities. Moreover, all or nearly all the Germans in Khuzistan have been 
called up to Tehran, and although the main object was probably the prevention 
of sabotage of the oil industry, its effect in restricting the possibility of the 
spread of German propaganda is considerable, Strict police measures have been 
Adopted at the oil Reds and at, Abadan with the object of preventing sabotage, 
find the skeleton crews remaining on the five German cargo ships in Bandar 
Shapur are under close observation and even, it is reported, prevented from 
Tanding. ‘The latest and very satistactory measure is the expulsion of De. Gustav 
Otto Hatchek, a well-known German propagandist who was formerly in Mosul 
aud who, after going home to Germany, came to Tehran; | According to the 
‘Traqi Chargé d’Affaires, who claims to have been instrumental in bringing about 
this expulsion (his claim is correct as far as it goes, but he only took action 
under pressure from us) the Shah not only ordered Dr. Hatchek to be expelled 
but nearly recalled his Minister in Berlin for haying given the man a visa, and 
has given strict instructions to the Iranian Ministers in ‘‘ certain States” not 
to grant visas without his express authority.

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6, In order to be able to carry on, even at a reduced rate, the scheme of 
development and that military expansion and rearmament which they 
consider now to be more than ever necessary, the Iranian Government are 
resorting to various devices. In the first place they consider that His Majesty's 
Government ought to allow them to receive from Germany goods up to the value 
of the amount standing to the credit of Tran under the clearing arrangement 
when the war began, and they proposed that such goods should be shipped from 
Trieste with the consent of His Majesty’s Government.

He took refuge in the mosque at Shah Abdul 
Azim, near Tehran, a5 a protest against the Cabinet of Nejef Quli Khan 
Bakhtiari in the summer of 1918, and worked hard to bring in the Cabinet of 
Mirza Hassan Khan Vossuq in the summer of that year, He later quarrelled 
with Vossug over the Anglo-Persian Convention, thereby gaining much renown 
and popularity. Was a prominent Deputy in the fourth, fifth and sixth terms 
of the Majlis, but was not allowed to be elected a Deputy to the seventh term, 
when the elections were strictly controlled by the Government, He was exiled 
to Khorasan in October 1928, and has never been allowed to come back to Tehran, 

He was responsible more than any other indiyidual in bringing about the 
failure of the Republican movement in 1924, He leads a very simple life, and 
is much revered by the lower classes, who used to frequent his house-and ask his 
advice on all sorts of questions. He is quite fearless and frank and expresses his 
opinions freely, and nobody, not even the Shah, escaped his criticisms, An 
apparently organised attempt to assassinate him was made in October 1926 one 
morning in the street, but, although wounded in three places, he managed to 
escape with his life. For an old-fashioned cleric he is cute and far-sighted, but 
is a demagogue and obstinate. Speaks no European language. 

Persistent rumours say that Mudarris is dead, but as no official announ

He is without pity towards all 
whom he suspects of plotting against him, and mere suspicion is offen enough tu

Persia's hasty efforts to play the role of a civilised nation, He is remarkably 
honest, direct in speech, and prompt in action. He has little sympathy with 
Persian officialdom. His nickname in the army is “‘Feranghi,” not by reason of 
any imitation of Europeans, but rather because of the un-Persian nature of his 
character,

Mohammad Ali 
Shah hated and feared him, and, when the Shah made'a coup d’Btat in 1908 
against the Majlis, Taqizadeh took refuge in His Majesty's Legation, ‘The 
demand made by the Shah that he should be given up was refused, and Taqizadeh 
was eventually amnestied, on the condition that he went to Burope. He visited 
London and Cambridge, but returned to ‘Tabriz at the end of 1908. He was 
elected to the second term of the Majlis in 1909, and, after the capture of Tehran 
by the Nationalist forces and the abdication of Muhammad Ali Shah in 
July 1909, Tagizadeh became a prominent member of the Nationalist Committee, 
which was set up to decide on the Government of the country. Went to Europe 
in 1910. He was elected in his absence to the third and fourth terms of the 
Majlis, but did not take his seat. He stayed in Europe and America during 
the whole period from 1914 to 1923, and was for years in Berlin, where he edited 
‘a paper called Kaveh. For publishing certain articles of an anti-Islamic nature 
he was excommunicated by the Mujtehids. He negotiated the Perso-Soviet 
Commercial ‘Treaty in Moscow in February 1921, and finally returned to Persia 
in 1924, He was elected to the fifth term of the Majlis 1924-26, and to the 
sixth term in 1926, He visited America again in 1926 as Persian delegate to 
the Philadelphia Exhibition, Appointed Governor-General of Khorasan. in 
January 1929; he was recalled in May and appointed Persian Minister in 
London, where he remained until April 1930, when he returned to Persia and 
became’ Minister of Roads and Communications. In August 1930 he was 
appointed Minister of Finance, in addition. 

Tagizadch is a well-bred man, and has travelled extensively. He is no 
longer so notably popular as he was in the early days of the Constitution, and 
the years have tempered his excessiye energy and zeal. His speeches in the 
Majlis marked him as a man of common sense and moderation, ran were in sharp 
contrast to the utterances of the former fiery young Nationalist. 

Tagizadeh fell from grace in September 1933, for reasons which are obscure,

General Situation

‘THE Iranian Minister called to see me to-day on arrival, and began by 
giving me in most. yoluble French a short biographical sketch of himself, leading 
up to the conclusion that he, more than any man in Tran, enjoyed the Shah’s 
confidence, and that it was a sign of the importance that the Shah attached to 
good relations with this country that he should have been appointed as his repre- 
sentative in London, He begged me to see that Great Britain should not under- 
estimate the importance of Tran at the present time.

In 1906 Seistan as swept by a severe epidemic of plague, in combating } 
which the British Consulate took a leading part. Amongst other normal anti- 
plague measures a plague hospital was built near the consulate hospital for the 
isolation and proper treatment of These measures, however, did not 
commend themselves to the mullahs, who incited the Zabul mob to riot, During 
this riot the plague hospital was burnt and the consulate hospital damager 
‘There were grounds for believing that the Russians were not entirely innocent of 
complicity in this affair, as some of the ringleaders were Russian adherents. 
The neglect of the Persians to punish the ringleaders and their inability to 
protect the consulate (aggravated by the desertion of many troops during the 
epidemic) led the Government of India to send arms into Persia for the pro- 
tection of their consulates. This had to be done without the sanction of the 
Persian Government (which would have taken months to procure) and the blow 
to their amour propre finally extinguished any desire they may have had to 
bring the rioters to justice: ‘The immunity of the ringleaders was locally 
attributed to Russian protection and construed as a sign of the ascendancy of 
Russia over England at Tehran, On the other hand, the efficacy of the inocula-

Tea, spices and paper, the chief articles of Indian 
origin, are all ordered from Zahidan, to a total value of some 55,000 rials per 
annum only.

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4 case the vige-consul could atleast provide the Government of India with 
authoritative information, and, if the worst came to the worst, might organise 
local resistance. 








Conclusion. 

As, at present, the vice-consul at Zabul is withont any work whatsoever, anc 
as there appears no prospect of his being called upon to, perform any useful 
service in the next few years, I recommend that the post he held in abeyiince. It 
is, however, possible that, in certain circumstances, the post_ may again become 
necessary, and in view of the known hostile attitude of the Iranians to foreign 
consulates, it seems prudent that we should be in a position to re-establish the 
Vice-consulate without having to obtain their sanction, How this can best be 
red is beyond the scope of this note,

LAST night I received the attached letter from the Iranian Minister, and 
this morning Mf Moghaddam followed it up with a personal visit 

He explained at considerable length that at the time when the “loan” was 
granted his Government had been firmly under the impression that this meant 
that the aircraft and railway material required by them would be made avail- 
fable without much delay, 1 told him that 1 was sorry if they had had this 
impression, but that, if $0, it was certainly not our fault, Tt had been impressed 
constantly on the Iranian Legation and others here that, owing to the state of 
war, it was. absolutely impossible to guarantee deliveries of these types of 
inaterial, which were urgently required here. 1 added that I felt sure that the 
Minister, now that he had settled down in London, must understand the position, 
and that in time of war a Government really could not be expected to release 
material which was urgently required for its own defence. As regards finance, 
T thought T had better explain to M, Moghaddam the difference between a loan 
and a credit and I did so, pointing out that what the Tranians had got was a 
tredit in London which they could use when materials they wanted became avail 
fable and that if they did not use it, it was, anyhow, costing them nothing in the 
meantime, also told M. Moghaddam that we were still im touch with the Air 
Ministry. as to the possibility of deliveries some time in the future. I also 
thought it well to emphasi that Tran had been given a very great con 
cession in the release since the war started of fifteen Hurricane: 

M. Moghaddam talked a lot about the difficulty of his position with the 
Shah in this matter, but he said he was grateful for our endeavours to help him, 
Tt would, he added, be a very great help if we could ive some indication of 
future delivery dates for aircraft.

T HAVE pleasure in acknowledging the receipt of your letter of the 
28th March regarding the supply of aircraft and railway material to the 
Tranian Government, for which I thank you. 

‘As you will be aware, when the arrangement was made for the granting of 
an advance of £5 million it was agreed that the British Government, would 
Supply us with aireraft to the yalue of £2 million and railway material to the 
value of £8 million, I was pleased to confirm this verbally, and I am now writing 
to say that my Government was assure at the time the agreement was concluded 
that they could obtain delivery of the aircraft, of which particulars of the type 
iuired were furnished, and Mr, Baggallay has been given details of the 
Iway material. 

My Government did not expect that delivery would be spread over so, long 
a period, You will appreciate, I am sure, that if delivery were to be unduly 
prolonged the aircraft ordered by my Government would possibly have becom 
practically obsolete by the time of their arriyal. Moreover, my Government 
in pressing need of these supplies and are expecting an early delivery, Regard. 
ing the railway material. I was under the impression that we could obtai 
delivery of this without delay.

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As Twas ied that it was difficult for the British Government to supply 
all the aireraft immediately, I thought that if a large proportion of the aircraft
